SAN FRANCISCO GRAND JURY. 


Stinging Criticism < on Dishonest 
and Corrupt Officials. — 
San Francisco, Aug. 15.—The Grand 
Jury of the city and county of San 
Francisco, which has been in session 
for the last six months, (?) presented its 
final report to the Superior Court to- 
day. The document is a lengthy one. It 
criticises favorably some of the depart- 
ments, but in most, cases the criticisms 
are extremely unfavorable. It denounces 
politics in the Fire Department and the 
levying of assessments for political 
purposes. The Harbor Commissioners 
are accused of criminal neglect. The 
school directors are characterized as no 
bétter than the ex-convicts they employ, 
and the street department is swept clean

‘The talk about attempting to 
boycott the Southern States or te ‘col- 
lect the principal of the bonds or any 
interest coupons after that .-month, 
July, 1865, is nonsense. But this syn- 
dicate has good legal advice that the 
money set aside for a-specific purpose, 


‘bamely, the payment of the July cou- 


pons, must be paid on: the presenta- 
tion of that coupon, and if you will 
inquire, you will observe that all the 
orders to brokers to purchase the Con- 
federate bonds specify that they must 
contain the July coupon, and must not 
be mutilated. A bond presented! with- 
out the July coupon would not be pur- 
chased, and that is all there is in the 
Confederate-bond story. ° The Euro- 
pean syndicate intend to secure, if 
it can, these eleven millions of dollars 
of money to the. credit of the Confed- — 
erate States government in European 
banks, and it proposes to do this ia 
the only way that it possibly can, 1f it 
can do itin that way, by presenting 
these coupons for payment. If the 
syndicate does not succeed, the Euro- 
pean banks will be eleven million dol- 
lars ahead, as there is no doubt that 
that amount of cash to the credit of 
the Confederate | States is deposited 
there. Itis a fact that the report pre- 
sented to the Treasury’ Department 
some time after the war, as to the Con- 
federate assets in Europe, contained 
the item of eleven millions cash.

Cities That Wall Endure. 

It will be a splendid thing, if, in the 
near future, we can build cities that 
will not burn up, houses that the rain 
will not dampen, nor any of the ele- 
ments affect unfavorably. With such 
material at our disposal, the induce- 
ments to build for ail time will be 
worth consideration, and we can just 
as well as not build for our children 
and our children’s children, down to 
the fortieth generation. Of a new 
‘building material a contemporary 
Says: 

One of the remarkable new mechani-. 
cal processes is that of the manufacture 
of fire-proof building material from two 
refuse substances—clay and ‘sawdust. 

Kaolinite, which is found in most every 
section of the United States, and always 
where fire clays, so called, abound, is a 
fat, cohesive clay, comparatively free 
from grit, and for this. reason. of little 
commercial value, on oe of its 


THE railroad tax cases are still drag-« 


and burning. The sawdust best fitted 
is that of coniferous timber, as usually 
produced at the sawmills, pine, spruce, 
or hemlock, ground and mixed thor- 
oughly together by means of heavy 
machines fitted for the purpose, in 
varying proportions, dependent upon the 
use for which the product is afterward in- 
tended. Theclay and sawdust become 
amush, which rapidly assumes form 
and firmness of texture by being pressed 
through steel dies of various shapes 
under a heavy steam pressure. Subse- 
quently dried, as are brick, in the open 
air, or by artificial heat, the pressed 
slabs are removed to the kilns or ovens, 
and fired under a heat not only high 
enough to burn, out the sawdust in the 
compound, but to reduce the remaining 
honeycombed product to a sufficiently 
firm body to ring audibly under percus- 
sion. The treatment under these several 
processes described has now reduced 
the clay and sawdust mixture to a mate- 
rial, in appearance, resembling brick. 
Closer examination, however, shows ‘it 
to be very porous or cellular in texture, 
and in weight lighter by half than its 
| better known relative. In fact, a brick 
filled with air vesicles or blisters, in 
quantity equal to half its cubical area, 
but unlike brick (containing no sand in 
its composition) can now be sawed, 
planed or worked with edge tools into 
‘any described form, as wood is worked, 
puncturable by screws or nails, and 
holding them with about the same 
tenacity as soft pine or cotton wood. - 
Owing to these traits it has been termed 
terra cotta lumber, but in the German 
language is known as Holstein or wood- 
stone. A combination of many wonder- 
ful qualities characterizes this new com- 
position of matter. It conducts poorly 
sound, heat and electricity ; possesses 
molecular attractions in a large degree, 
mortar or cement adhering to walls of it 
with great tenacity without the inter- 
vention of lathing. After immersion in 
melted bitumen, itis absolutely imper- 
vious to dampness. Without the bitu- 
men, water will pass through it with 
the same facility as through a sponge. 
It will not contract under the fiercest 
heat, nor expand when gorged with 50 
per cent. of its own weight of water. 
Neither acids nor gases affect it, and 
when plunged red-hot into water, no 
decomposition ensues. In fact, it is ab- 
solutely indestructive save by a blow.

nothing of two or three passengers and 
the xronaut himself. The first balloon 
left Paris on the 23d of September, | 
and the last on the 28th of January, 
and during the interval of four months 
sixty-five balloons, carrying 164 pas- 
sengers, 381 pigeons, 5 dogs and ten 
tons of letters and newspapers, left the 
invested city. Seven of these were 
captured by the enemy, and two have 
never since been heard of. One of 
these, the Jacquard, left Paris on the 
18th of November, and was seen above 
Plymouth the following day. All 
trace of it was subsequently lost, and 
the Sir Richard Wallace, which left on 
the 27th of January, also disappeared 
forever from human gaze. 
M.Steenachers describes the voy- 
ages of various balloons, such as the 
Xrmand-Barbes, 1n which Gambetta 
left Paris on the 7th of October; the 
Ville d’Orleans, which effected a de- 
scent north of Christiania; and the 
Ville de Paris, which came down at 
Weszlar, and was, of course, captured 
by the Germans. M. Steenachers de- 
scribes also the unsuccessful efforts 
made-to use well-trained sheep dogs, 
which were taken out of Paris 1n bal- 
loons, as messengers for bringing let- 
ters into the besieged city. Hollow 
collars were placed around their necks 
and filled with letters, but none of the 
dogs ever got back into Paris. Out 
of 381 pigeons started from the de- 
partments, all but sixty-one reached 
their destination, and one of them 
made the voyage no fewer than four 
times. M. Steenachers. describes in 
some detail the efforts made to steer 
balloons, and it is no surprise to read 
that all were unsuccessful.
